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GorJ DuFresne is ibis gir,: front OakviUe. thai 
has been one of the most helpful and ground- 
ed kids in (he Toronto area scene. He started 
out working with a local youth group in 
OakviUe that \yas really a front for putting on 
shows ill their local YMCA. But this group 
did some presentations, every shoM- had 
some connection to a grassroots 
organization, and the proliferation 
of OakviUe bands could be directly 
attributed to this groups actmties. 
Card furthered his love for hard- 
core with a label called Antma. 
Anima ^yas known for same duds, 
hut ! remember Anima for the 
DRIFT /JONAH split and the only 
"Food not Bombs" comp worth 
listening to, wuh such great bands 
as SWALLOWING SHIT. PALAT- 
KA. Ah'OMlE. and KATHODE. 
Gord has always had this one 
character trait in that he refuses to Jet 
good ideas die. After he moved to Toronto, he 
took on the record ordering for H^o s Emma 
keeping the store afloat. It really sucked 
when he decided to move to Montreal but 
upon his return he came back ^^•ilh (he ideas 
of a new label and a few releases in the 
)yorks. My name is Stephe Perry and 
I co-host a weekly hardcore radio 
show called "Equaiizing-X- Distort" 
and I had a chance (o talk (o Gord 
about the first year of Deranged 
Records and the label s plans. Photos 
ofDS-13 by Gord Deranged- 
When did Deranged records start? 
This particular label started jusl over 1 
year ago, last September, Ir was in the 
uorks prior to tliat time but since I was 
i\'ing in Montreal and knew that 1 was 
about to move, 1 decided to put diings 



on hold until 1 rc-scttled in Toronto. It's been a busy year, and its going to get a 
whole lot busier, . , promise. 

How did the BORN DEAD ICONS ep come about? Who are BORN DEAD 
ICONS (BDl)? How did this ep come about? Will they be doing more sluff 
with the record? I thought thai Deranged was suppose to be putting out the 
LP that DeadAlive released entitled "Work". What happened »itti that? 
BDl and I have been friends (or well over 5 years. I've worked with tlieir previ- 
ous band, DRIFT, and Tve always enjoyed their music. It was kind of funn> 
because at first no one really paid attention to fhenv, tlien they recorded the demo 
and people took notice. It was an awesome demo. Once thai came out. I was on 
their ease about doing a record with me. They were looking lor someone to 
release their record and it was prett;' natural to have it on Deranged since we 
worked together in the past and both lived in the same city. 

As far as Deranged doing more releases witli BDl. its very uncertain 
at tills point, with all the nice things they had to say about mc in MRR #212 
(January). I'm not sure if I even want to work with diem. I'm happy lo report that 
we are still on good terms. Some of the stuff they said about me in that interview 
was totally unfair and untrue. They made mc sound like a total fake and a cheap 
ass comer cutter, which is difficult for me not to take personally. 

Yes Deranged was supposed lo release tlie "WORK" LP that came out 
on DeadAlive, The band and 1 were not happy with the way die 7" came out, 
mosdy for sound quality reasons. At the same time, I wjis pushing the band to 
have their demo released on vinyl somewhere in the fiiture so we thought of re- 
recording the demo and the 7" on a 12" fomiat DeadAlive also wanted to get 
involved and do this release as a split label release, 1 was not too interested in that 
since I didn't know Jon attlie time but the band wanted him involved. The band 
had alreadylooselycommittedtoanother project with DeadAlive (a BDl /FROM 
ASHES RISE ep) and as a compromise, the band decided to have Jon / DeadAlive 
do that LP and have Deranged do the nest LP. I was cool with that idea- 
What was the whole controversy with BORN DEAD ICONS regarding the 
mastering of their ep? The record sounds great what is their beef about? 
Their 7" does NOT sound great. There were two main reasons that caused such a 
poor sounding record, I) the recordirig did not come out that good. I gave the 
band about $500 (US FUNDS) to record their 7" and the sound was weaker than 
the demo which they recorded in the comfort of their own space for less then $ 1 5 0. 
Problem #2, the mastering. Their 7" was mastered by Aardvark who did a shitty- 
job. It cost me about $180 to get mastered (not $50 as mentioned in the BDl inter- 
view) which is pretty cheap but the reason I used Aardvark was not to save a cou- 
ple bucks but because I knew some decent labels were using them. DeadAlive did 
the DEAD NATION (ON ) LP there and that sounded great. Youugblood has done 
stuff with Aardvark in the past and even Hydrahead used them. For the record, I 
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no longer use Aardvark. 1 used Metropolis a uouple times, stilt not satisfied 
so from now on. I'm only using GOLDEN mastering who is responsible for 
llie majority of the SST catalog. I've also recently changed pressing plants 
so the vinyl quality should also improve. The TEAR IT UP 12'' ep is the first 
Deranged released to be mastered and pressed by the above and the test 
presses sound amazing. 

And then you released this amazing band from Sweden called DS-U ? 
How did you find out about DS-13 ? How would you describe them? Will 
you be doing any other releases by bands from Sweden? 
I was at this ASSUCK show about 3 years ago ard some Swedish kid with 
pink hair had their 7'' for sale. 1 liked the look of die 7" bul since he was 
hanging out al the LOCUST table. J hesitated, fearing that it might be a one- 
song re-mix record or something silly like that. So I didn't get it. Later that 
night, my friend Imantz mentioned how great that record was and so I took 
a chance and bought it. That was the 2""^ press of their first 7" on Busted 
Head record.s. I've been in love v\itli them ever since, I remember playing 
that record to Yannick back in Montreal and even he liked it so ! knew thai I 
had to get in touch with tlie band and find out more about them. 
ChristofTer (ak.a, 138) and 1 have been writing / e-mailing tor over 2- 
years now. Al thai point, both of their split 7""s had been recorded. I told 
them about my label and ils direction and somehow this LP came out. 
Around that same time. Havoc repressed tlieir first 7" for North America ' 
and die rest is punk history. 

DS-13 have been compared to loads of bands, anything from 
AGNOSTIC FRONT to MINOR THREAT. Musically the whole 80's I>C 
thing definitely comes to mind, but (hey mix in plenty of crust and humor. 
I simplylike'Tast.fijkked and furious". Can't go wrong with that as a sound 
(or a description) 

They are currently working on a second full length which they 
will be releasing themselves, I've been on tlieir case about having a North 
American press for that one since their records do so well in the stales and 
the majority of the distros are USA based. If that ever happens, I presume it 
will be cither Deranged or Havoc who will do it So long as there is a Nortli 
Airierican press. I'll be happy. 

About other Swedish bands. I've atso confirmed a 12'7CD with 
EPILEPTIC TERROR ATTACK which has already been recorded. Eve 
also been trying hard to do something with AMDI PETERSENS ARME 
from Denmark. They may not be Swedish but they share a commuting 
bridge to Malmo, so it's close enough. They're such a great band. Just 
recently did an interview with them for MRR. Their first T destroys, 
guess they are going on tour soon and recording a new 7". which should 
also be on Kick "n Punch, I am trying to release the first and the yet to 
be 2"" 7" on a 12" format for North America, but at thii; point nothing 
is confirmed, just high hopes. Look out for this band. 

It might also be relevant for me to mention that both DS-13 
and Putrid Filth Conspiracy carry my relea^ies, RFC is actually going 
to start taking larger numbers just lo make sure tliat my releases are 
available in Sweden, 

Will the INTENSITY' material be new or previously released? 
When is the INTENSITY record expected to come out? 
The INTENSITY LP is all NEW material. The members of the bands have 
real busy schedules juggling other bands, tours, labels, etc. They recorded 
some new songs which they were not totally happy with, so they are re- 
arranging some of these songs and recording some newer ones in Febuary for 
this LP, Should be a kick ass record cause the original recording session 
(which they weren't happy with) is awesome so I presume tliis new record- 
ing will be that much better. Its heavy, fast, and powerful. 

As far as when it is supposed to come out. its punk rock so you 
never know but Rodrigo did mention they were planning on recording in 
Febuary and since most of the songs have already been written a few 
months back, there should he no real delays. 

All the releases you currently have out represent a departure from 
your previous label ? Can you explain what your first label was and 
what kind of bands you released? How do you distinguish Deranged 
Records as different from Anima Records? 

My first label was called ANIMA, It focused mostly on some of my 
friend's bands at that time in my life, I was glad to be doing somediing 
bul 1 rarely listened to my own releases and well nothing really memo- 
rable came of it. With Deranged, I guess you could say 1 had an idea of 
what my releases should sound like but to Ibis day, this "sound" is pretty 
flexible. 1 would love to release some more punk stuff and even some 
emo if it was good. When I say good cmo, bands like HUSK.ER DU. ; 
THE HATED, FUNERAL ORATION, JAWBREAKER. SOULSIDE. ' 
SUPERCllUNK and LEATHERFACE conic to mind. So when I decid- . 
ed that I wanted lo focus on a more slfaight-furvvard hardcore sound. I , 
decided to drop the old label name and reputation (good or bad) and start I 
from scratch. 

The LrNITED SUPER VILLAINS was recorded last summer. What 
happened to delay the release of this? What has been the reaction 



to the record so far? 

Yes there was some definite delays 
with that fine piece of wax, most of 
which had to due with artwork. 
Though 1 still don't really like the 
cover artwork (but tlie band is into it 
so whatever, that's my problem), my 
computer guy put a lot of work into 
cleaning it up making it negative 
ready Lots of delays like me and my 
lady buying a house and thus moving 
locations once again, getting ready for 
tlie DS-13 tour, computer guy/Bubby's 
work and 3 band rehearsal" schedule 
etc. The main delay with all my proj- 
ect has to do with getting the artwork 
negatives 




take some classes and learn how to do layoul / desi^ so I don't have lo rely on 
anyone. Thanks to USV for ptitling up with all ihose delays and Bubby lor all is 
■ help. 
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The reaction to the USV IP has been 
amazing. People really like it, tfie reviews have been top notch and J"ve received 
plenty of ^reat e-mails about it. They arc a great band but have had a hard time 
getting the attention tliey deserve. Hopefiilly this LP will hi 
were x-tnembers of such and such bands, they would be 
huge! 

Will you be releasing the POLICE LINE material as 
advertised? What happened with this project? 
At this point, the POLlCf: LINE 7" has been dropped 
nothing against them but I didn't feel 100% about Iheir 
recording and wanted lo focus on the other 4-7 project, I 
had going at the timt;. 

Al this point, I have no idea who is going to release those 
songs. 

I understand that you will be releasing material bi 
RUrNATION. Who are they and what will you be puttini 
out of theirs? 

At this point, there is nothing confimicd 
beuveen RUINATION aiid Deranged. I like 
the band members and the music but nothing 
is happening between the two of us. They 
did ask me to be part of tJicir LP project but it's a hit 
loo retarded - even for me. They want like 1 labels 
from all over the globe to release the same record. 
Though I'd love to work with RUINATION on an 
LP projecl. this idea would cause me serious finan- 
cial and distribution problems, which at this point, I 
can do without, WIm the fuck knows ? They might 
just be able to pull tliis off as well considering they live 9 hours from each other, 
recorded a decent?" after 2 practices, and toured Europe 3 months after forming 
the band so I guess a 10 label LP project is probably a walk in the park for these 
guys, niey are a good bunch of people. Chris from LEFT FOR DEAD, Ehro from 
Chicago. Andy from +-,/- and Mike who is probably one of the few punks who can 
pull oft" wearing sweat pants on a regular basis lexccpt for maybe the old 
DROPDEAD bass player). 

Who is TEAR IT UP? What will vou be putting out by TEAR TT UP? 
If you don't know by now, TEAR IT UP is 4/5's DEAD NATION (DN) and their 
miaic IS in the same vein as DN, As I write this, their 12'- ep is gcltina pressed 
and primed and I presume it will be out once thi'i inteiview is printed Ifs by far 
the nicest looking record on Deranged to date Emie from LIFERS HALfdesigned 
the cover and did a wondcrftil job. I am also doing a CD format entitled Uie -'first 
four months which wiH have tlieir demo, tlie Havoc T and the Deranged 12- I 
can't keep up with those guys. I know Uiey have one side T coming out on Uncle 
Slam and a spin LP with EPILEPTIC TERROR ATTACK on DeadAtive, later this 
year. Their wil also be a TEAR IT UP/ EXCLAIM split LP on Dieranged but as 
to when this will come out. I don't know fas soon a.s EXCLAIM goes in to die stu- 
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dio. i guess). 

How did you get EXCLAIM! (from Japan) to work with you? Will their 
material by new or re-issued? How do you deal with the translations issues of 
working with a band that speaks Japanese? 

Tlie repress of the EXCLAIM 2"'' 7"" has been confimied, 
but I don't have the DAT nor the new art- 
work yet so I won't believe it until I see 
it in my hands (but both should arrive 
ioon). As with most of the bands on 
Deranged. I simply wrote the band and 
explained my intentions and that's how it 
usually starts. The first project I will have 
'^ivith them is the North American press of 
their 2"*^ 7" which was released in .lapan 
on Straight Up Records. The second proj- 
ect I have lined up with tliem is a split LP 
witli TEAR IT UR This is confirmed but 
inowhcre near completion (donT order, 
f pteise). Communication between us is a 
litttc difficult but this great guy named 
AKIRA is my contact with them. He's not 
in the band but is a clo.se friend of 
EXCI.AIM's- If it w^asn'l for him. neither 
of the EXCLAIM projects would see the 
ghtof day. 
Who is HAYMAKER? What are you to 
'eiease by (hem? 

'l^YMAKKR features the Jeff Beckmann 
/ who is responsible for prettv much all the 
LEFT FOR DEAD and CH0KF;H0LD 
ongs. He still writes most of the songs in 
L^YMAKER but he is the singer in this par- 
licular outfit. There are also .some folks who 
vcre previously in the SWARM and BURST 
OF SILENCE, but who"s counting They pret- 
ty much sound tike LEFT FOR DEAD. They've got a good 
thing going and have strong momentum. Theyjust recorded a 
7" for Deranged and are currently working on a 12': They 
also have a couple of tracks going on tiie next 625 "Barbaric 
Thrasif comp, and Deep Six "Reality part 4", Our T will be 
out very shortly. Definitely a band to look out for. 
W hat else is in the works for Deranged? 
Uell I aiso have Ihe OUTCOLDA'CORIiEES 12" coming 
pretty soon, All the artwork is done and its ready to go but 
1 have a few prior commitments to complete first. The 
songs are llie same as Ihc CD formal, which barely saw 
the light of day in North America, I presume this vinyl 
release will help a little. Everyone knows VOORHEES. 
know OUTCOLD and they've been around for a while now, 
full lensths md are a top notch band. Hopefully this release will help 
exposure. 1 am also working on a LAST IN LINE?" 
wh ich is also a repress of their now hard to find

Don't know 
exactly when this is going to he out but tlie wheels are in motion 
Is their a philosophy to Deranged Records or Deranged releases 7 
Is there an underlying common theme or reason to why you would 
put out a record by a band? 

The underlying philosophy is clear and simple: DIY punk/hardcore. I 
simply wonT deal witii assholes or idiots. I will not do grind or metal 
records. 1 will not do cute funny shaped records like 6" and pictures disks. I want 
my stuff to be accessible and fairly cheap. 

I do this label simply because its my contribution to one of the few 
things in my life that still makes sense, i could never sing, norplayaninstnimenk 
so i do a label. I'm still leiiming hut feel I am doing a decent job. 
Do you have a website? 

Yes, its not fancy, but it serves its purpose, which is to inform. My old friend Al is 
re.sponsible tor it, anodier one of my allies with this label. The site iswww.com- 
modehc com/deranged. 

Do you do a mailorder? How can people get your rteords? 
ril do mailorder if people order my records directly but my records are cheaper 
from Ebullition in the Slates (now my exclusive distro). In Europe you can try 
Jan/sentient at www.poisonlrce.com/sentient and in Sweden thru Putrid Filtli 
Conspiracy.
